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EDITORIAL 
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WAS  DAVIS  WRONG? 


A  letter  in  this  issue  demonstrates  the  never-ending  fascination  of  numismatic  research — and 
also  some  ot  the  hazards  which  may  be  encountered  unless  researchers  go  back  to  primary 
sources. 

In  the  April  issue  A.  F.  Amann  wrote,  in  his  article  John  Palmer  and  his  Mail-Coach ,  that 
the  ‘Swan  with  Two  Necks'  token  was  issued  by  a  William  Wilson,  the  proprietor  of  the 
tavern.  He  has  now  been  taken  to  task  by  one  of  our  readers,  Antony  Mathews,  who  states 
that  the  token  was  issued  by  William  Waterhouse,  and  puts  up  a  convincing  argument  to  sub¬ 
stantiate  his  claim. 

Mr  Amann,  in  his  reply,  cites  three  references  which  all  state  that  the  issuer  of  the  token 
was  William  Wilson.  However,  the  earliest  of  these  only  dates  back  to  1962  and  there  is  little 
doubt  that  these  references  got  their  information  from  W.  J.  Davis'  authoritative  Nineteenth 
Century  Token  Coinage ,  which  was  published  in  1904. 

Davis  states  categorically  that  “W.  Wilson  was  the  proprietor  of  the  tavern  when  the  token 
was  issued"  but  doesn’t  state  his  source.  He  does  quote  two  references- — one  of  which,  an 
advertisement  from  The  Sun  of  1794,  refers  to  the  tavern.  Possibly  he  got  his  information 
from  this  source  yet  Mr  Mathews  says  that,  according  to  the  history  of  the  Worshipful 
Company  of  Innholders,  William  Waterhouse  acquired  the  tavern  in  1792  and  was  the  owner 
for  about  28  years. 

We  do  not  know  which  William  issued  the  ‘Swan  with  Two  Necks’  token,  Wilson  or 
Waterhouse,  but  feel  that  there  is  enough  evidence  to  challenge  the  information  given  in 
Davis'  book. 

Mr  Mathews’  letter  ends  with  a  plea  to  “settle  the  matter  once  and  for  all”.  Perhaps  some 
of  our  reader-researchers  can  go  back  to  primary  sources  and  do  just  that!

A  DICTIONARY  OF 
ROMAN  COINS 

by  S.  W.  Stevenson

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“A  HORSE,  A  HORSE  . . 

This  month's  cover  bridges  a  gap  of  three-quarters  of  a  century  as  Edward  VI  and  Charles  I 
face  each  other  on  their  trusty  steeds. 

The  intervening  seventy-five  years  were  eventful  ones  in  British  history,  as  can  be  seen 
from  the  change  in  the  royal  titles  and  coat  of  arms.  The  direct  line  of  succession  was  broken 
when  Edward's  half-sister,  Elizabeth,  died  without  issue  and  the  kingdoms  of  England  and 
Scotland  were  joined  under  one  monarch. 

Edward  VI  was  a  mere  nine  years  old  when  he  acceded  to  the  throne  on  28  January  1547. 
Despite  his  tender  years  he  appears  to  have  taken  an  active  interest  in  the  production  of  his 
coinage  and  attempted  to  raise  the  standard  which  had  been  methodically  lowered  by  his 
father.  These  efforts,  though  praiseworthy,  were  spasmodic,  and  only  succeeded  in  throwing 
his  mints  into  confusion  as  they  were  frequently  striking  coins  of  a  similar  face  value  but  of  a 
different  intrinsic  one. 

These  attempts  to  improve  the  coinage  may  have  been  undertaken  by  his  advisors  in  the 
early  part  of  Edward’s  reign  but  by  the  time  the  crown  (E21 1)  was  struck  in  1551  the  King, 
himself,  was  personally  involved. 

This  is  apparent  from  a  letter,  dated  September  25th,  1551,  quoted  by  Henry  Symonds  in 
the  1915  British  Numismatic  Journal,  in  which  the  Mint  is  informed  that  it  is  “his  Majesty’s 
pleasure  to  have  two  other  coins,  one  of  5s.  and  one  other  of  2s.  6 d.” 

Striking  the  five-shilling  piece  in  silver  was,  in  itself,  a  form  of  debasement  as  previously  it 
had  been  struck  in  gold,  first  appearing  in  the  previous  reign.  The  new  piece  contained  silver 
equal  in  value  to  the  gold  crown  and  also  became  known  by  that  name — the  prototype  of  a 
denomination  which  became  eagerly  sought  after  by  collectors  but  which  never  became 
popular  as  a  medium  of  exchange. 

There  are  at  least  nine  different  obverse  die  varieties  and  at  least  five  reverse  die  varieties 
for  the  Tower  Mint  and  fifteen  varieties  for  Southwark,  the  only  two  mints  where  Edward's 
crown  was  struck.  Apparently,  because  of  the  size  of  the  coin,  die  breakages  were  frequent. 

Apart  from  being  the  first  silver  crown  in  the  English  series,  Edward’s  1551  piece  also 
originated  the  “horse-and-rider”  motif.  The  next,  and  last,  of  the  Tudor  crowns  were  those  of 
Elizabeth  but,  apparently,  it  was  not  considered  ladylike,  in  those  days,  to  show  the  queen  on 
horseback. 

The  next  “horse-and-rider”  crown  was  struck  for  the  first  of  the  Stuarts — James  I  of 
England  and  VI  of  Scotland.  He  is  shown  facing  in  the  same  direction  as  Edward  VI  but  on 
the  Charles  I  crown  (E214)  the  direction  is  reversed.  Was  this  the  beginning  of  the  tradition  of 
monarchs  facing  in  the  opposite  direction  to  their  predecessor? 

Apart  from  being  linked  thematically,  both  cover  coins  represent  two  of  the  most  interest¬ 
ing  reigns,  numismatically,  in  the  English  series.  Both  have  been  the  subject  of  extensive 
numismatic  research  and,  no  doubt,  will  continue  to  be  so.

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A  BROCKAGE 
OF  A  CLAUDIAN  AS 


by 

DAVID  SYMONS 


The  coin  described  here  was  brought  for  identification  to  the  Department  of 
Archaelogy  and  Ethnography,  City  of  Birmingham  Museum  and  Art  Gallery,  in 
January  1985.  Although  not,  perhaps,  of  particular  numismatic  significance  it  is 
nevertheless  an  interesting  specimen  of  its  kind  and  its  publication  seems  justified  on 
those  grounds.  Unfortunately  the  circumstances  in  which  the  coin  was  found  make  it 
impossible  to  ascribe  it  to  more  than  a  ‘Midlands'  provenance. 

The  coin  is  a  copper  as  of  the  emperor  Claudius  (A.D.  41-54)  and  is  a  brockage 
of  the  obverse  design — that  is  with  Claudius’  bust  and  titles  in  relief  on  one  side  and 
incuse  on  the  other.  Such  coins  are  produced  when  a  coin  sticks  to  a  die  during  strik¬ 
ing  without  being  noticed.  As  a  result  the  next  coin  struck  will  have  the  same  design 
in  relief  from  the  uncluttered  die  and  incuse  from  the  coin  adhering  to  the  other  die. 
The  accompanying  photograph  shows  the  coin  at  twice  life-size.1 

The  legend  on  this  specimen  is  TI.  CLAVDIVS  C  AESAR  AVG.  P.M.  TR.P.  IM 
P.  P.P.,  the  style  used  between  c.  A.D.  50  and  54.  The  missing  reverse  would  have 
shown  Constantia  ( R.I.C .  11 1),  Libertas  ( R.I.C .  113)  or  Minerva  ( R.I.C .  116).  An 
examination  of  the  coin2  gives  no  reason  for  believing  that  it  is  a  cast.  Although  it 
had  been  heavily  cleaned  before  being  brought  to  the  Museum  the  surviving  corro¬ 
sion  products  appear  to  be  consistent  with  it  having  been  struck  rather  than  cast.  The 
current  weight  of  the  coin  is  7.5g.  The  normal  weight  range  for  Claudian  asses  is 
1 1.5-10. 25g. 3  Individual  examples  do,  however,  fall  considerably  below  this  range 
and,  when  allowance  is  made  for  the  condition  of  this  specimen,  its  weight  does  not 
seem  an  obstacle  to  its  being  accepted  as  genuine.  The  final  point  to  note  is  the 
accurate  alignment  of  the  two  busts  with  the  incuse  set  neatly  into  the  back  of  the 
relief.  This  must  suggest  very  strongly  that,  in  this  case  at  least,  the  dies  were  either 
hinged  or  aligned  accurately  to  each  other  by  some  other  means.

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LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR 


In  Mr  Amann's  article  on  pages  1  13  and  1  14  in 
the  April  BULLETIN  he  refers  to  the  Coaching 
Inn,  The  Swan  with  two  necks,  and  the  token 
from  that  hostelry. 

Mr  Amann  says  the  issuer  of  this  token  was 
W.W.,  a  Mr  Wilson  -  I  feel  that  he  is  wrong. 

According  to  the  history  of  the  Worshipful 
Company  of  Innholders  this  token  was  issued  by 
William  Waterhouse,  a  liveryman  of  Innholders 
and  eventually  master  in  1819.  William 
Waterhouse  acquired  the  Swan  with  two  necks  in 
1792,  and  sold  it  to  William  Chaplin  in  about 
1820.  Chaplin  eventually  joined  forces  with 
another  great  coach  inn  proprietor  and  linked  up 
with  a  Mr  Pickford  to  carry  mail  on  the  railways. 

Returning  to  Mr  William  Waterhouse  and  his 
token.  My  great  grandfather  helped  write  the 
original  history  of  the  Innholders  Company  and 
we  have  always  assumed  that  the  issuer  of  the 
Swan  with  two  necks  token  was  William 
Waterhouse.  Furthermore,  as  far  as  I  have  been 
able  to  ascertain,  a  Mr  Wilson  has  not  been  the 
proprietor  of  'the  wonderful  bird',  as  the  Swan 
with  two  necks  was  known,  in  the  period  when 
these  tokens  were  issued. 

I  shall  be  very  interested  to  hear  not  only  your 
comments  but  also  Mr  Amann's  -  surely  we 
Innholders  can't  be  wrong  after  over  80  years  and 
bearing  in  mind  that  one  of  our  company's  early 
historians  knew  the  famous  inn  before  it  was 
pulled  down  in  about  1856.

/  have  read  Mr  Mathew’s  letter  with  great 
interest  and,  although  I  cannot  dispute  his  state¬ 
ments  regarding  the  Innholders  Company,  I  will 
quote  my  authorities  for  stating  that  William 
Wilson  issued  the  Swan  with  Two  Necks  token. 

Last  July  the  Post  Office  issued  an  illustrated 
booklet  in  celebration  of  the  200  years  since  the 
inauguration  of  the  Mail  Coach  in  1784  and  I 
quote:  “ One  of  the  most  prominent  of  the 
innkeeper  contractors  was  Wilson  who  owned  the 
London  inn  called  The  Swan  with  Two  Necks.  He 
helped  Palmer  to  set  up  the  original  Bristol  to 
London  route.  ” 

On  page  172  of  J.R.S.  Whiting's  ' Trade 
Tokens’  appears  the  following:  “ The  eighteenth 
century  mail  coach  tokens  of  J.  Palmer  are 
echoed  by  a  token  issued  by  William  Wilson 


proprietor  of  the  famous  coaching  tavern,  the 
Swan  with  two  Necks,  in  Lad  Lane.”  And  on 
page  39  of  'English  Trade  Tokens’  by  Peter 
Mathias,  is  an  illustration  of  the  token  and  the 
plate  is  described  ‘‘Middlesex  / London!  jd.  Davis 
77/64.  Issuer:  W.  Wilson,  Proprietor  of  ‘Swan 
with  Two  Necks’,  Lad  Lane,  London.” 

It  would  appear  that  William  Waterhouse 
acquired  the  ‘Swan’  subsequently  to  William 
Wilson  and  was  therefore  not  responsible  for 
issuing  the  token. — A.  T.  Amann. 

I  was  sorry  to  gather  in  your  March  Editorial  that 
you  had  evidently  been  suffering  flak  from  some 
of  your  readers  who  don't  like  the  BULLETIN'S 
new  format.

This  is  something  of  a  tour-de-force ,  the  more 
so  as  the  author  is  not  yet  twenty!  The  series  of 
18th  century  “Germanic  Coinages”  is  an 
extremely  intricate  one.  For  it  should  be 
emphasised  at  once  that  Herr  Schon  has  not  con¬ 
fined  himself  to  what  we  know  as  Germany  today, 
but  has  left  no  corner  of  the  Habsburg  Empire 
unexplored  from  Spanish  Netherlands  to  Sicily: 
over  300  issuing  authorities  (states,  cities, 
bishoprics  and  what  have  you)  are  treated  here  - 
and  treated  with  exemplary  thoroughness.  The 
book  contains  over  10,000  coin  descriptions, 
4500  illustrations,  and  a  bibliography  of  around 
400  titles.  Modestly,  the  author  calls  this  a  “type” 
catalogue,  but  it  is  really  much  more  than  that. 
Strikings  in  different  metals  are  given  in  profu¬ 
sion,  rare  dates  are  mentioned  wherever  they 
affect  the  market  price,  while  mints  and 
mintmarks  are  given  for  Austria  and  Prussia. 


Which  brings  me  to  my  one  tiny  quibble,  and 
less  a  criticism  of  the  present  volume  than  a 
suggestion  for  future  editions  (which  will  surely  be 
called  for).  When  I  read  on  page  45  of  a  special 
coin  to  commemorate  the  taking-over  of 
Mannheim  Mint  by  the  Margraves  of  Baden- 
Durlach,  I'd  like  to  know  which  mint  they  used 
previously  -  and  also  for  whom  Mannheim  had 
struck  coins  before.  Dare  I  hope  for  a  mint  index 
some  years  hence?  (I  would  note  in  passing  that 
the  one  book  I  sought  and  found  lacking  in  the 
bibliography  was  J.  J.  Leitzmann's  Wegweiser  auf 
dem  Gebiele  der  deutschen  Munzkunde  which, 
though  published  as  long  ago  as  1865-9,  still 
remains  the  only  comprehensive  listing  of  mints  in 
the  “Germanic"  field  as  covered  by  Herr  Schon.) 

Just  one  more  point:  the  book  is  notably  free  of 
misprints  and  errors  such  as  tend  to  find  their  way 
into  major  reference  works.  Half  a  dozen  insig¬ 
nificant  ones  are  confined  to  the  index.  But  please, 
could  we  ignorant  foreigners  also  be  given  Liege 
(besides  Liittich)  and  Neuchatel  as  well  as  Neuen- 
burg?

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Olympic  Coin  Programme  to  support  1988 
Winter  Games.  A  new  set  of  coins  to  support  the 
1988  Olympic  Games  will  be  issued  by  the  Royal 
Canadian  Mint  in  1985. 

A  federal  bill,  allowing  the  Royal  Canadian 
Mint  to  issue  the  series  of  Olympic  coins,  received 
third  reading  in  the  House  of  Commons  on  21 
December  1984.  The  programme  will  consist  of 
ten  20  dollar  sterling  silver  coins  and  one  100 
dollar  22-karat  gold  coin. 

The  Olympic  coin  programme  was  designed 
based  on  results  of  extensive  research  conducted 
in  Canada,  United  States,  Europe  and  the  Far 
East.  More  than  15,000  people  were  surveyed 
including  coin  collectors,  numismatic  associations 
and  the  general  public. 

Participants  were  asked  numerous  questions  to 
determine  their  interest  in  the  1988  Olympic 
Winter  Games,  their  views  of  the  appropriateness 
of  supporting  the  Games  through  coin  revenues 
and  their  buying  interests  based  on  a  full  descrip¬ 
tion  of  the  proposed  issues. 

The  results  of  the  survey  produced  overwhelm¬ 
ing  support  of  the  Olympic  coin  programme. 
“The  interests  of  collectors  and  of  the  general 
public  have  been  taken  into  careful  consideration 
as  the  programme  was  being  developed",  said 
James  Corkery,  president  and  master  of  the 
Royal  Canadian  Mint.  “Not  only  do  the  coins 
have  high  intrinsic  and  nominal  values,  but  they 
will  also  feature  interesting  themes. 

“Revenues  generated  from  the  Olympic  coin 
programme  will  be  directly  used  to  support 
Calgary's  Winter  Olympics  and  young  athletes 
worldwide",  added  the  president.  “Our  Olympic 
coin  series  will  be  truly  outstanding  and  I  am  con¬ 
fident  that  all  Canadians  will  take  great  pride  in 
this  programme”. 

The  launch  of  the  first  issue  ot  the  1988 
Olympic  coins  is  scheduled  to  take  place  in 
September  1985.  The  series  will  be  distributed 
worldwide. — Communique  from  the  Royal 
Canadian  Mint. 

Warner  Communications  sells  Franklin  Mint. 

Franklin  Mint,  a  direct  marketer  and  minter  of 
numismatic  items,  was  reported  to  be  sold  by 
Warner  Communications  Inc.  to  American 
Protection  Industries  for  a  minimum  of  $167.5 
million  in  cash  and  stock.  The  sale  was  expected 
to  be  completed  in  December. 

Geoffrey  W.  Holmes,  a  Warner  spokesman, 
said  on  Dec.  13  that  Warner  would  continue  to 
own  15  percent  of  the  company  after  the  transac¬ 
tion.  Warner  would  also  have  options  to  purchase 


back  another  15  percent  so  the  company  could 
retain  30  percent  interest. 

Warner  had  purchased  Franklin  Mint  in  1981 
for  about  $225  million  in  stock,  cash  and  awards. 
Holmes  acknowledged  that  Warner  was  divesting 
itself  for  millions  less  than  it  paid  for  Franklin 
Mint.  —  Coin  World ,  U.S.A.,  2  January  1985. 

Charity  gains  £2,000  as  ‘Welsh'  £1  coin  goes  into 
circulation.  A  ‘Welsh'  variant  of  the  £1  coin  was 
available  from  banks  for  the  first  time  today  (22 
April  1985)  and  the  Royal  Mint  revealed  that  the 
sale  of  the  first  coin  of  this  design,  struck  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  Wales,  the  Rt.  Hon. 
Nicholas  Edwards  MP  on  January  11th,  had 
raised  £2,000  for  the  Save  the  Children  Fund. 

The  coin  was  purchased  by  Sir  Julian  Hodge, 
Chairman  of  the  Commercial  Bank  of  Wales,  and 
Mr.  Robert  Hodge  presented  the  cheque  to  Mrs  J. 
Halbritter.  Chairman  of  the  Welsh  Council  of  the 
Save  the  Children  Fund  during  a  visit  to  the 
Royal  Mint,  Llantrisant,  today.  Passing  this 
unique  coin  to  its  new  owner,  the  Deputy  Master 
of  the  Royal  Mint,  Dr  Jeremy  Gerhard,  drew 
attention  to  the  special  certificate,  signed  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  Wales  and  himself,  which 
accompanied  the  coin  in  its  presentation  case. 

The  Welsh  design  which  will  appear  on  the 
reverse  of  all  one  pound  coins  dated  1985  depicts 
a  leek  encircled  by  the  Royal  Diadem.  It  also 
carries  a  distinctive  edge  inscription  “PLEIDIOL 
WYF  I'M  GWLAD".  A  quotation  from  the 
Welsh  National  Anthem,  the  phrase  translates 
“True  am  I  to  my  country".  The  coin  is  the 
second  in  a  four  year  series  of  coins  honouring 
Scotland.  Wales,  Northern  Ireland  and  England. 

In  common  with  all  1985  dated  coins,  this 
year's  £1  coin  shows  a  new  portrait  of  Her 
Majesty  The  Queen  created  by  sculptor  Raphael 
Maklouf.  The  new  portrait  of  Her  Majesty  is  the 
first  in  17  years  and  replaces  the  familiar  Arnold 
Machin  design  adopted  for  United  Kingdom 
coinage  in  1 968. 

A  limited  issue  of  only  50,000  Welsh  £1  coins 
struck  in  sterling  silver  in  proof  condition  is  now 
available  to  collectors,  price  £19.75  each.  All  the 
new  1985  coins  are  also  available  in  special  pre¬ 
sentation  cases  and  struck  to  very  high  standards. 
Proof  sets  of  coins  are  offered  at  £18.75  each  or 
£25.75  packed  in  special  de  luxe  cases  and  the 
brilliant  uncirculated  sets  at  £4.50  each.  Further 
details  can  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Royal 
Mint  Coin  Club,  PO  Box  500,  Cardiff 
8ZZ. — Royal  Mint  News  Release. 
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Chicago  author  draws  sentence.  The  Chicago 
author  of  a  book  on  How  Not  To  Get  Ripped  Off 
in  the  Coin  Business  has  been  sentenced  to  one 
year  in  prison  for  defrauding  clients  of  more  than 
$67,000. 

A  federal  judge  Jan.  24  also  ordered  Richard 
W.  Suter  to  pay  $68,000  in  restitution  and  placed 
him  on  five  years  probation.  Suter.  who  operated 
the  National  Investment  Publishing  Co.  out  of  his 
home,  was  prohibited  by  the  court  to  return  to  the 
coin  business  in  the  future. 

Prosecutors  charged  that  Suter  advertised  to 
purchase  and  evaluate  investment-type  coins  for 
customers,  and  then  mail  them  to  customers. 
However.  Assistant  U.S.  Attorney  Candace  Fabri 
said  Suter  never  purchased  the  coins  and  never 
mailed  them  to  customers. 

Suter  was  in  business  from  1981  through 
August  1 982.  the  date  of  his  indictment.

It  was 
excavated  near  a  Roman  road  on  a  seven  acre  site 
within  the  old  Roman  town  of  Southw'ark  in  south 
London.

New  silver  pieces  capture  wide  interest.  For  the 

second  time,  a  U.S.  Olympic  coin  has  won  the 
worldwide  “Coin  of  the  Year”  competition 
sponsored  by  Krause  Publications,  Iola.  WI, 
publishers  of  Numismatic  News,  World  Coin 
News,  and  Coins  Magazine.  The  program  w;as 
initiated  to  encourage  both  good  coin  design  and 
good  marketing  programs.  An  international  panel 
of  50  mint  officials,  coin  and  medal  collectors, 
and  others  gave  top  honors  to  the  1983  Olympic 
Silver  Dollar,  among  the  42  coins  of  1983  that 
merited  critical  praise.  Great  support  came  from 
non  U.S.  judges,  who  voted  it  the  overwhelming 
winner  as  the  most  popular  coin  of  the  1983 
issues,  and  also  the  best  of  the  crown-sized  pieces. 

Coins  from  the  People's  Republic  of  China 
were  likewise  applauded.  The  1983  China  10 
Yuan  Silver  Panda  was  selected  as  the  best  silver 
coin,  and  the  1983  China  5  Yuan  Silver  Marco 
Polo  Commemorative  coin  as  the  most 
historically  significant. 


In  another  vein,  a  new'  record  has  just  been 
established  by  the  British  Royal  Mint  with  the 
minting  of  what  is  believed  to  be  the  world's 
largest  silver  legal  tender  coin  ever  issued.  The 
1985  £25  sterling  silver  Falkland  Islands  coin  has 
a  diameter  of  65  millimeters  and  weighs  150 
grams  or  nearly  5  troy  ounces.  It  is  a  unique  one- 
year-of  issue  coin,  the  first  to  feature  the  new 
effigy  of  Elizabeth  II.  by  Raphael  Maklouf.  The 
reverse  of  the  coin,  designed  by  Michael  Hibbit, 
depicts  the  S.S.  Great  Britain,  the  world's  first 
iron  hulled  ship,  launched  at  Bristol  in  1843. 

Of  interest  to  medal  collectors  is  a  new  limited 
issue  of  a  sterling  silver  medal  commemorating 
the  visit  of  His  Holiness  Pope  John  Paul  II  to 
Peru  in  February  1985.  The  47  millimeter 
diameter.  44  gram  medal  depicts  a  full  image  of 
His  Holiness,  with  the  Cathedral  of  Lima  in  the 
background,  and  on  the  reverse  the  symbols  of 
the  principles  defended  by  the  Pope.  The  original 
sculpture  was  accomplished  by  Ambrogio  Con 
sonni.  acclaimed  medal  artist,  of  Milan.  Italy.  The 
medals  may  be  obtained  from  Banco  de  Credit© 
del  Peru.

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ELIZABETH  I  HAMMERED 
THREEPENCES

I  recently  had  occasion  to  examine  a  small  group  of  Elizabeth  I  hammered  threepences,  some 
of  which  were  described  as  rare.  The  literature  available  gave  no  help  in  assessing  the  relative 
scarcities  of  these  coins — the  investigation  by  I.  D.  Brown  (BNJ  xxviii,  1957)  does  this  very 
usefully  for  the  shillings  and  sixpences  on  the  basis  of  their  distribution  in  a  number  of  hoards, 
but  the  numbers  of  other  denominations  he  considered  to  be  too  small  to  be  statistically 
significant. 

In  order  to  obtain  some  information  on  the  threepences  I  worked  through  the  lists  of  coins 
for  sale  published  in  the  Seaby  Coin  &  Medal  Bulletin.  The  initial  investigation  looked  at 
issues  from  October  1960  to  the  present  day,  but  later  I  was  able  to  pursue  the  search  back  to 
January  1950.  The  results  of  these  counts  are  shown  in  the  table. 

A  noticeable  feature  of  the  table  is  the  relatively  greater  frequency  with  which  coins  which 
appeared  rarely  in  1960-85  were  offered  in  1950-60.  This  is  probably  because  in  the  earlier 
decade  Seaby  sold  some  major  collections,  in  particular  the  Carlyon-Britton  pieces,  whereas 
the  25  years  from  1960  had  no  such  major  accumulations,  but  represented  the  normal  trade 
in  these  items.  Because  the  big  collections  generally  contain  a  specimen  of  most  varieties,  but 
do  not  proliferate  greatly  on  any  one  variety,  their  appearance  on  the  market  tends  to 
exaggerate  the  proportion  of  the  rarities.  The  1960-85  list  therefore  is  probably  a  better  guide 
to  the  relative  frequency  with  which  the  varieties  occur. 

Another  distortion  which  may  affect  the  count  is  that  an  individual  specimen  may  have 
been  offered  more  than  once  before  it  is  sold.  Probably  the  three  Rose  1565  coins,  which  were 
all  offered  within  nine  months  in  1952-53  may  be  one  specimen  appearing  three  times,  and 
this  is  likely  to  have  occurred  with  other  coins. 

The  overall  sample  is  small  compared  with  Brown's  study  which  examined  some  2300 
shillings  and  nearly  5900  sixpences,  so  that  high  significance  cannot  be  given  to  the  small 
differences  in  frequency.  However,  it  is  reassuring  that,  in  general,  years  or  mintmarks  where 
the  sixpences  were  common  are  equally  prolific  in  the  threepences,  and  similarly  the  scarce 
varieties  correspond.  This  might  be  expected  if  a  pound  of  silver  was  coined  into  regular 
proportions  of  each  denomination.  It  should  however  be  noted  that  Brown's  analysis  of  the 
coin  hoards  was  a  reflection  of  the  frequency  of  the  coins  in  circulation,  whereas  my  count 
reflects  their  occurrence  on  the  market  in  our  own  time.  The  distributions  may  not  be  the 
same  and  possibly  the  market  might  favour  the  rarer  varieties,  as  modest  specimens  of  these 
may  be  more  saleable  than  of  the  common  ones. 

With  these  provisos  however,  it  seems  safe  to  say  that  Pheon  1 56 1  and  1562,  Crown  1 568, 
Ermine  1572,  Eglantine  1574  and  1575  and  Greek  Cross  1578  are  the  commonest  coins 
whereas  Pheon  1563.  Rose  1565,  Crown  1570,  Acorn  1572  and  1574,  Eglantine  1576,  1577 
and  1578,  Greek  Cross  1580,  Latin  Cross  1579,  1581  and  1582  are  rare  (some  of  the  latter 
are  aberrant  coins  in  which  the  date  has  not  been  updated  to  match  the  mintmark,  or  vice 
versa,  and  naturally  are  rare).  Those  with  three  to  six  coins  in  the  first  column  are  quite 
scarce  but  no  great  significance  should  be  given  to  the  individual  figures  within  the  range;  for 
example,  it  is  commonly  believed  that  Lion  1567  is  much  rarer  than  1566 — but  the  sample  is 
not  big  enough  to  distinguish  between  them. 

One  or  two  minor  surprises  arise.  Eglantine  1576  turns  out  to  be  remarkably  scarce, 
whereas  the  traditionally  rare  Acorn  1 573  is  fairly  common. 

Within  its  limitations,  this  study  gives  a  broad  indication  of  the  relative  frequency  of 
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occurrence  today  of  the  various  varieties  of  the  Elizabeth  I  threepences  and  as  such  may  be  of 
help  to  collectors  of  this  series.

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A  SMALL  HOARD  OF 
ANGLO-SAXON  AND  HIBERNO  NORSE 
COINS  FROM  CO.  LOUTH

This  small  but  extremely  significant  find  came  to  light  in  1980  at  Marshes  Upper  on  the 
south-eastern  outskirts  of  Dundalk.  Workmen  engaged  in  preparing  the  ground  for  a  new 
factory  uncovered  a  souterrain  in  the  course  of  their  work.  During  the  excavation  which 
followed,  pottery,  metal  objects  and  animal  bones  were  discovered — all  dating  to  the  second 
half  of  the  first  millennium — together  with  a  small  hoard  of  coins.  The  coins— seven  Anglo- 
Saxon  pennies  of  Aethelred  IPs  hand  and  crux  issues  and  one  Hiberno-Norse  penny  of 
Sihtric  III- — were  all  complete  and  in  fairly  good  condition.  The  find,  now  in  the  National 
Museum  of  Ireland,  is  interesting  for  a  number  of  reasons. 

The  most  important  features  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  element  are  that  (a)  Chester  is  not 
represented  and  (b)  three  of  the  coins  are  from  Winchester.  The  absence  of  Chester  might  at 
first  glance  appear  rather  surprising.  The  point  has  been  made  by  the  late  Michael  Dolley, 
however,  that  from  c.980  onwards  Chester  no  longer  enjoyed,  as  it  had  previously,  a  virtual 
monopoly  of  trade  with  Ireland.  The  point  has  been  made  furthermore  that  when  the  Dublin 
Vikings  began  to  copy  Anglo-Saxon  types  they  used  as  their  models  not  only  coins  of 
Chester,  but  also  those  of  minor  mints  in  the  south  and  west  such  as  Watchet,  Bath,  Totnes 
and  Lydford1.  The  absence  of  Chester  from  the  Dundalk  find  lends  further  weight  to  the 
points  made  by  Dolley.  Given  the  small  size  of  the  find,  it  is  difficult  to  suggest  what  emphasis 
should  be  placed  on  the  presence  of  three  Winchester  pieces2,  but  it  is  interesting  to  note  that 
three  of  the  four  remaining  coins  are  from  London,  Canterbury  and  Lewes.  This  obviously 
gives  the  Anglo-Saxon  element  of  the  find  a  strong  south-eastern  tinge.  The  two  ‘ hand '  coins 
are  also  interesting  since,  with  the  exception  of  the  Kildare  hoard’  (most  of  which  is  in  the 
National  Museum),  this  particular  issue,  commencing  in  979,  coincides  with  a  period  in 
Ireland  for  which  hoards,  of  any  description,  are  extremely  scarce.  The  fact  that  ‘ hand '  and 
‘ crux ’  coins  have  been  found  together  is  also  worthy  of  note.  The  Kildare  hoard  contains  only 
the  former.  The  Knockmaon  hoard4  does  not  have  either  type  (although  it  does  contain  ‘ crux ' 
imitations). 

The  presence  of  a  Hiberno-Norse  crux  penny  is  quite  significant.  These  early  Dublin  coins 
were  copied  directly  from  the  crux  issue  of  Aethelred  II.  The  number  of  Irish  hoards  contain¬ 
ing  those  Phase  I  pieces  is  very  few.  Indeed  the  total  number  of  hoards  recorded  for  Ireland  in 
the  entire  half  century  from  980  to  1030  is  very  small,  compared  with  either  the  preceding  or 
following  periods.  The  principal  hoards  of  Aethelred  II  pennies  are  Mullingar5  and  Kildare 
while  the  principal  hoards  of  Hiberno-Norse  Phase  I  coins  are  Clondalkin6,  Knockmaon  and 
Derrymore7  in  Dublin,  Waterford  and  Westmeath  respectively.  Outside  of  Ireland,  important 
finds  of  Hiberno-Norse  Phase  I  coins  have  been  made  at  Inchkenneth  in  the  Hebrides  and 
Kirk  Maughold  in  the  Isle  of  Man.  The  Clondalkin  hoard  was  comprised  exclusively  of  Phase 
I  imitations  of  the  ‘ crux ’  issue  while  the  Knockmaon  and  Inchkenneth  hoards  were  broader  in 
scope,  containing  Phase  I  ‘ crux ’  and  the  slightly  later  dong  cross'  imitations,  together  with 
Anglo-Saxon  and  European  coins.  Not  only  are  there  few  hoards  but  much  of  what  was 
discovered  has  been  dispersed.  The  comparative  rarity  of  the  material  and  the  fact  that  the 
hoards  have  not  been  kept  intact  renders  the  small  Dundalk  find  more  significant  than  its  size 
might  suggest.  The  presence  of  the  Hiberno-Norse  piece  adds  to  its  importance. 

While  numismatic  historians  agree  that  there  was  only  a  very  brief  lapse  in  time  between 
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the  minting  of  Aethelred's  pennies  and  their  Hiberno-Norse  copies,  it  is  quite  unusual  to  find 
prototype  and  copy  in  the  same  hoard.  The  little  group  of  coins  from  Dundalk  is  significant, 
therefore,  in  that  it  includes 

(a)  two  different  issues  of  Aethelred  II; 

(b)  two  coins  from  an  issue  of  Aethelred  II  which  is  poorly  represented  in  Irish  coin 
hoards; 

(c)  a  Hiberno  Norse  penny  along  with  its  Anglo-Saxon  prototype. 

The  general  indications  are  that  the  coins  were  deposited  sometime  between  995  and  1000. 
The  'crux'  issue  of  Aethelred  II,  to  which  5  of  the  pennies  belong,  ceased  in  997.  The  major 
hoard  of  Hiberno  Norse  ‘crux*  imitations  from  Clondalkin  dates  to  around  997  and  the  type 
is  represented  in  the  Dundalk  find  by  a  single  penny.  The  absence  of  ‘ long  cross'  pennies 
(Anglo-Saxon  or  Hiberno-Norse)  also  suggests  a  deposition  date  before  the  millennium  since 
this  issue  commenced  in  997  and  was  quickly  copied  in  Dublin.  The  Derrymore  hoard  which 
does  include  'long  cross'  pennies  (and  their  Hiberno-Norse  imitations)  was  deposited  around 
the  year  1000.  It  would  appear,  therefore,  that  the  Dundalk  coins  date  to  sometime  after  995 
and  not  later  than  1000.  The  condition  of  the  Sihtric  penny,  indeed,  suggests  a  deposition  date 
possibly  as  early  as  997/8.  It  shows  very  little  sign  of  wear,  indicating  a  brief  period  of 
circulation.  Both  obverse  and  reverse,  furthermore,  were  struck  from  good,  clear  ‘literate' 
dies,  suggesting  that  the  coin  was  struck  at  a  fairly  early  stage  in  the  series.  A  deposition  date 
of  997/8,  therefore,  would  seem  quite  reasonable  and  would  place  Dundalk  chronologically 
alongside  or  immediately  following  the  Clondalkin  find  as  one  of  the  very  earliest  Irish  hoards 
to  contain  Hiberno-Norse  material.
